Students Raise. 
$90.35 For ’Field 
State Police Search For 
JaneCassatt,17, Abducted 
From Home Here Saturday 


The Junior Historian Club of 
Gettysburg High School raised 
$90.35 toward the fund to pre­ 
serve Gettysburg Battlefield this 
week during the first week of 
their campaign to “sell deeds” to 
the students of the school. 
The 35 members of the club in 
the Gettysburg Junior High School 
have set $300 as their goal toward 
preservation of the battlefield and 
nearly reached one-third of that 
amount during the first week of 
the campaign. 
According to High School Prin­ 
cipal Gifford B. Snowberger, the 
members spend free periods going 
to homerooms in an attempt to in­ 
terest other youngsters in donat­ 
ing funds to help save the battle­ 
field. 
In arranging for the program, 
Norman Vogel, teacher at the 
school and advisor for the Junior 
Historians secured “deeds” from 
the Gettysburg Battlefield Pres­ 
ervation Association, plus litera­ 
ture and information on the need 
for funds. 


State police this morning 
continued their search for 17- 
yoar-old Jane Frances Cassatt, 
Gettysburg R. 3, shoe factory 
worker who was reported ab­ 
ducted from in front of her 
home, near Seven Stars, Sat­ 
urday afternoon at 2:30 o'clock 
by three men in a black 1944 
Pontiac sedan. 
Her mother, Mrs. John J. Cas 
satt, said at 1:30 p.m. today that 
no word had been received from 
her daughter since her disappear­ 
ance. 
State police said this afternoon 
they had learned so far of sev­ 
eral places where she was re­ 
ported to have been since the 
“abduction." 
That Miss Cassatt apparently 
knew the three men and was 
afraid of them appeared evident 
from the story told by her seven- 
year-old sister, Patricia, who was 
a witness to the abduction. 
Parents Wore In Town 
The parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. 
John J. Cassatt, left their home 
along the township route leading 
south from the Lincoln Highway 
east of the railroad tracks at 
Seven Stars about 2 o’clock Sat­ 
urday afternoon to come to the 
stores here. 
They arrived home about 3:30 
o'clock to find their daughter, 
Patricia, in hysterics and their 
daughter Jane missing. 
Patricia told her parents this 
story: 
Ran For Homo 
Jane, who had been left to “baby 
sit,” decided to walk with Pa­ 
tricia 
and 
their 
two-year-old 
brother, Michael, to the home of 
Betty and John Lawrence, about 
an eighth of a mile away to see 
about going with the Lawrences to 
a movie Saturday night. 
The trio had walked but a short 
distance from the Cassatt boma 
when a car approached. 
Cha tad By Man 
Patricia said Jane warned Pa­ 
tricia and Michael “ not to look 
back" and said she was afraid 
of the men in the car. 
The car stowed and one of the 
men asked Jane where she was 
, going. She said to “lawrence*.” 
I and then as the car passed she 
I and the two younger children 
. started to run for their own home. 
The car stopped and one of the 
men leaped out and started run-

V. Built it, Ronald J. Hagerman 
and Gerald R. Walmer to draw 
up a statement giving the stand 
of the county attorneys in relation 
to the new law . 
No One Deprived Here 
That statement, as turned over 
to Judge Sheely, says: “Your 
committee first examined this sta­ 
tute from the viewpoint of the ac­ 
cused, and is is our unanimous 
view that no defendant in a crim 
inal case in Adams County in re 
cent years has failed to receive 
legal advice and legal services 
because of his inability to pay for 
such services. Your committee 
feels that the court has made 
certain that legal services are 
available to all defendants, even 
to those who have no requested 
the same or made known their in­ 
ability to pay until atter interro­ 
gation by the judge.” 
The statement cotninued: “It is 
tile unanimous view of this com­ 
mittee also that in Adams County 
lawyers appointed to defend in­ 
digent defendants have accepted 
such appointments not only as a 
duty to the court but as a duty 
to their community and as their 
recognition of a duty to the Bar 
in its program for rendering serv­ 
ice to the community.”

Communists Also Hold Conventions 
Now Have New Boss; New Party Line

THE DEMOCRATS and Republi­ 
cans are happily sounding brass 
and banging cymbals as publicity 
ballyhoo for their coming July 
nominating conventions. 
Th.' convention itself is recog­ 
nized as a cap-rock publicity stunt 
of the two major parties in be­ 
half of their respective candidates 
and policies. Nothing is ever sec­ 
ret any longer than it takes a 
disc jockey to blurt out an un­ 
written news flash. 
Not even 
to conferences of 
“king makers” in the traditional 
“smoke filled back rooms” are 
secret. With all this much sought 
after and open publicity of Amer­ 
ica's great party conventions in 
mind, let us pause to see what 
America's Communist Party is 
doing about its convention. 


THE RECORD shows that Mos 
cow s branch of the Communist 
Party has already had ks con­ 
vention! 
Two hundred delegates from 
throughout 
United States 
were 
convened for the party’s 17th na­ 
tional convention, December IO, 
1959, in a Harlem district hotel, 
New York City. 
If you do not recall seeing 
It on TV or have forgotten reading 
about it, think nothing of it. Your 
memory is not necessarily fail­ 
ing. The press, radio and TV were 
forbidden. 
When twitted by reporters, the 
C.P.’i new boss, Gus Hall, blandly 
explained that in the past the 
press had been critical. Of course, 
that was exactly why Mussolini 
and Hitler acquired newspapers 
of 
their 
own 
and 
ruthlessly 
stamped out all press freedoms 
in Italy and Germany that con­ 
flicted with their own lying prop- 
anganda. Thus, while the party 
platform, Iii e name of each dele­ 
gate, is supposedly secret, there 
can be no uncertainty as to where 
the C.P. stands on freedom of 
the press. 
Furthermore, astute, New York 
newsmen found little difficulty 
in further sniffing out ks pur­ 


poses, accomplishments and poli­ 
cies. Their earlier, brief reports 
are now confirmed and rounded 
out by an official report of the 
chief of the FBI, J. Edgar Hoover. 


THE PURPOSE of the conven­ 
tion was to elect a new leader, 
restore unity and set up new ob­ 
jectives within America 'that fit 
within the Moscow party line. 
The new emphasis, one should 
note, is upon the philosophy of 
Lenin. It was Khrushchev’s reve­ 
lation and denunciation of Stalin­ 
ism that brought confusion to the 
party faithful and created the 
need for a new unity. 
Did they achieve that unity? 
Mr. Hoover's report says they 
did. Moreover, the membership 
felt Khrushchev's visit had created 
a natmosphere favorable to the 
party and had “eased the way” 
for more “influence”

tion) in American affairs.

OTHER DECISIONS within the 
17th convention of the Communist 
Party, U.S A., were more specific. 
Aging and ailing leader Eugene 
Dennis could not attend. Gus Hall 
vaulted to the top of the party’s 
leadership through an opportunis­ 
tic, keynote address. He emerged 
as the elected, general secretary. 
Dennis, like old Stalinist Wil­ 
liam Z. Foster, was left wkh a 
face saving, high title within the 
party. Both both are as much has­ 
beens as Vice Chairman Elizabeth 
Gurley Flynn. 


GUS HALL, born Arvo Halberg, 
1910. at Virginia, Minnesota, whose 
tactics for deception change as 
easily as his name, stands as the 
unchallenged boss of the party. 
He is chairman of the permanent 
party secretariat, on which Hy­ 
man Lunier, James Jackson and 
Benjamin J. Davis are the only 
other active members. 
Davis, an Atlanta born Negro 
wkh a Harvard law degree, shares 
with Hall* the dubious Mocow 
praise for being among the ll 
Communists convicted. 1949, “for 
conspiring knowingly and wilfully 
to teach and advocate overthrow

V i r g i n i a presidential prima­ 
ry ends today. 
About 670,000 registered Demo­ 
crats may vote Tuesday, choosing 
between Sens. John F. Kennedy 
of Massachusetts and Hubert H. 
Humphrey of Minnesota 
Nebraska and New Mexico also 
have 
primares 
Tuesday 
but 
neither will have as great an ef­ 
fect on the race for the Demo­ 
cratic presidential nomination. 
The West Virginia results con­ 
ceivably could make or break 
Kennedy and help or hinder Hum­ 
phrey, Watching closely wall be 
the other Democratic candidates, 
Sen. Stuart Symington of Missou­ 
ri and Sen. Lyndon B johnson of 
Texas. 
Eye Catholic Vote 
Johnson will watch buoyed by 
a near sweep of precinct conven­ 
tions throughout his state Satur­ 
day. 
The biggest factor in West Vir­ 
ginia may be the Roman Catholic 
religion of Kennedy, and he dis­ 
cussed it in a television address 
Sunday night. 
"I have not been able to con­ 
vince, apparently, the people that 
I have the same convictions they 
do: the belief in the Constitution, 
and the separation of church and 
state," he said. 
“If any pope attempted to in­ 
fluence me as president." Kenne- 
day added, "I would tell him it 
was completely improper." 
The campaign intea-ufied during 
the weekend when a Kennedy sup­ 
porter, former Rep. Franklin D. 
Roosevelt Jr. fD-NY), said Hum­ 
phrey had asked for draft defer­ 
ments during World War II. Ken­ 
nedy disavowed any responsibility 
for Roosevelt’s statement. 
"Lot Of Baloney" 
"That s a lot if baloney,” Hum­ 
phrey said when he heard of tho 
disavowal. "One takes the high 
road and the other the low road, 
and they can’t keep out of each 
other’s ditches.” 
Johnson, rn West Virginia Satur­ 
day night, kept to a neutral course 
while addressing a Democratic 
dinner in Clarksburg. Discussing 
Humphrey and Kennedy, he said 
- “either one of them would be far 
superior to anything that the Re­ 
publican party can possibly offer ” 
Johnson spoke as most of the 
1 Texas precinct conventions adopt­ 
ed resolutions assuring that he 
would control the state convention 
June 13 to name the Texas delega­ 
tion to the Democratic National 
Convention.
